DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 7-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A honeycomb 
filter having a length L and said length 1 satisfying the relationship: 60 < L/1 < 500 and a 
roughness Ra < 100 urn resulting in particulates such as soot collected on the wall 
portion being more evenly burned to ashes and effectively peeled off could not be found 
within prior art.
